Sheridan Drive Bill Killed; 


Madison, Wis., April 21.—In tMe as- 


sembly Thursday the Sheridan drive 
bill, which passed the senate Wednes- 
day, was defeated, the farmers of Ra- 
cine and Kenosha counties having sent 
a flood of protests against the passage 
of the measure. The 'bill as introduced 
in the senate provided' for the laying 
out of the drive from the Illinois state 
line to the city of Milwaukee.. 


The senate, after some discussion, 


passed the bill prohibiting the,sale of 
milk of cows fed, on distillery, slops, 
but Killed: the bill giving'a bounty, of 
a cent a poun'd on all beet sugar man- 
ufactured; in the state.'
